EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art discloses a high frequency piezoelectric resonator having a piezoelectric 
plate having disposed on its main surfaces, mutually opposing main electrode for 
the excitation and at least one second electrode disposed surrounding the main 
electrode with a gap in between.
